The chances at this hour on the face of 
méager returns are that the Republicans will 
elect eleven and possibly twelve Electors.

Daniel J. Campau, Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State committee, says the vote for 
Morse for Governor shows a gain in 189 pre- 
einets out of a total of 1,820, of from 6,000 to 
8,000 over four years ago.

The Electors-at-large are balloted for by dis- 
tricts made by splitting the State into east 
and west halves. and the remaining Electors 
by Congressional districts. This Miner 
law was the outgrowth of the landslide 
two years ago, when the Democrats and 
Patrons of Industry gave the Wolverine Re- 
publicans their first total defeat in thirty 
years. The Miner idea was botly contested in 
the lust Legisiature, a8 the passage of the bill 
meant, it was feared, that haif the Presidential 
Electors would be mocratic, even if the 
State were to go Republican. In furtherance 
of their scheme, buth to gerrymander the 


State and to pass the iner bill, the 
Democrats stole two Republican seats 
in the Senate, hoping thereby 


to overcome a balance of power held by three 
Patrons of Industry.’

The weather was lovely today. It caused tne | 


hearts of the Republicans to bound with glee, 
for it was genuine Republican weathar. The | 
day had but few incidents. There was much 
excitement in this city, the home of the Presi- 
dent. His absence from the polling-place 
where he has hitherto voted was marked, and 
men, whether they stamped the Republican 
eagle or the Democratic rooster, made ex- 
pressions of sympathy over the afilic- 
tion which kept him away. That the 
vote was to be unusually large was 
indicated early in the morning. The average 
hour of opening polis was 6:45 o’clock, while 
some of the places were not ready until 8:30 
and even 9:30 o’clock. Voters stood in the 
chutes and complained of the delay. But the 
voting once under way it progressed fast 
enough, although Democrats tried to cause 
delay in Republican precincts with 
but poor success. The general trouble 
that was expected to occur in the C unty Iu- 
firmary in the voting of paupers did not ma- 
terialize. Two of the paupers were taken be- 
fore United States Commissioner Van Buren, 
but be held that the men had a right to vote, 

even though they were voluntary inmates of 

the infirmary. All the paupers were then al- 


lowed to vote, the Democrats handling 
them all.

REPUBLICANS HAVE NOTHING TO BE 
ASHAMED OF. 

The Republicans have been defeated in the 
national contest, but they have made the best 
fight they knew how. They have done noth- 
ing which they are ashamed of. They have 
left nothing undone which could be done 
honorably. Were they to fight the battle over 
again they would adopt neither new policies 
nor new methods. 

When their National convention met at 
Minneapolis it stated with clearness the posi- 
tion of the party on the great questions which 
interested the country, and their candidates 
accepted the platform without qualification, 
There were no attempts at evasion or per- 
version. 

The Democratie National convention met 
at Chicago two weeks later and adopted a 
platform which set forth the principles on 
which the party proposed to administer the 
government if successful. It pronounced in 
favor of free trade as strongly as the Minne- 
apolis platform did in favor of protection. 
In addition to that issue the Democrats 
tendered another to their opponents. They 
announced their intention of taking off the 
10 per cent tax on State bank notes, 80 
that they might drive out the national cur- 
rency and the old wildcat days might come 
again. 

Assuming that their opponents were sincere 
the Republicans met them on the ground they 
had chosen and fought for protection and 
sound national currency. But the Democrats 
abandoned their defiant free trade position of 
June, Senator Hill deserted the platform of 
his party and adopted that of his adversaries. 
Mr. Cleveland followed in his footsteps 
and fell back from a “tariff for 
revenue only” to a “tariff for revenue 
with incidental protection.” With hardly 
an exception the Democratic papera imitated 
that cowardly policy. It was not until the 
very eve of the election that they regained 
their courage and began to talk free trade 
again. From July to November the Demo- 
crats dodged and twisted incessantly on the 
tariff question, white the Republicans from 
the beginning to the end talked for protec- 
tion against free trade and exposed the ruin 
ous consequences of the latter. 

While the Democratic convention had re- 
solved unanimous!y that the party would open 
the door to a wildcat currency if in power, and 
while Mr. Cleveland indorsed that plank 
of the platform, nearly all the Nortb- 
ern Democratic speakers and papers 
either ignored the subject utterly or 
attempted to minimize its importance. They 
endeavored to hoodwink the people as much 
as possible, telling them that the tax which 
they proposed to repeal worked neither good 
nor harm, but that it was unconstitutional, 
and therefore should be wiped off the statute 
books. The Supreme Court had declared the 
tax constitutional, but they ignored that fact. 

Instead of making their fight on free trade 
anda State Bank currency the Democrats 
raised false issues, They clamored at the 
North and the South abovt the force bill,“ 
and they used that scarecrow to solidify the 
South and to frighten some timid people in 
the North. They fal ified the nature and effect 
of the measure which they pretended 
alarmed them so much. They talked of 
negro domination and of interference 
with local elections,” neither of which would 
have happened if the bill had been passed and 
were operative. The Democrats knew that, 
but they dared not talk wildcat and free trade, 
and they thought their safest policy was to 
wave the bloody shirt. They did so and have 
fooled the voters. 

The Republicans suffered, as they have done 
for the last sixteen years, by the suppression 
of the votes of half a million of the Southern 
members of the party and the loss of the Elec- 
tural votes of four States, to which their 
candidates are entitled. They suffered from 
the malignity of the Drys and by 
the unprincipled fusion agreements made 
west of the Mississippi, which testified both to 
the dishonesty and utter lack of principle of 
the Democrats and the begotted ignorance of 
the Republican Populists, the last-named of 
whom could not see that a vote for Weaver was 
one for Cleveland. And yet they would have 
won in spite of these things if the Democrats 
had made a frank free trade fight and had told 
the workingmen of this country just what 
it was that they intended to do when 
they held the reins of government. They 
would not do so, and the workingmen 
would not believe the Republicans. But as 


is not far distant when they will wish that 
they could recall their votes and bring back 
with them the high wages they are enjoying 
now. By 1896, at the farthest, their eyes will 
be opened, and the Democrats will luse the 
power they have gained by intimidation at 
the South and fraud at the North.

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THE STOCK OF GOLD. 

The New York Bulletin raises the point that 
the stock of gold in the g- States cannot 
be nearly so great as the 8700, 000.000 it is 
usually supposed to be; The amount was 
stated by the Director of the Mint to be $695,- 
500,000 at the beginning of July, 1890, but he 
only accounts for $375,000,000 beyond possi- 
bility of challenge, that being the aggregate 
of holdings in the Treasury and by banks, 
trust companies, and other financial institu- 
tions. The other 8320, 000, 000 was estimated 
to be in private hands. That is, 46 per cent 
of all the gold in the country is supposed to 
be secretly hoarded at the rate of about $5 for 
every man, woman, and child in the United 
States, which is ali bosh. It ig in flat contra- 
diction of our senses and experience, for who 
sees anybody carrying gold pr knows of its 
being hoarded? When the ol stockings and 
oak chests of hoarders come to be opened 
they are generally found to be occupied by 
tne paper currency, which was the chief 
money circulating while the board was being 
accumulated. There is no such motive for 
hoarding bere as is presented to the Asiatics 
or the semi-civilized peoples of Europe. On 
the contrary, is there any other country in the 
world that offers the inducements to the active 

employment of savings that are everywhere 
found in the United States? Nor: does our 
population seem to include ag extraordinary 
proportion of the unmitigated misers who 
prefer burying their wealth to putting it out 
at interest. These and other considera- 
tions put beyond all rational suppo- 
sition that we can be holding any re- 
mote approximation to tie idle surplus 
estimated by the Mint. There may be an al- 
lowance of a few millions for active eireula- 
tion of gold on the Pacific coast, where me- 
tallic money has been preferred to paper 
currency and where numerous isolated set-

tlers have no banks in which to place their“ 


savings, But after allowing for 300 holdings 
averaging $100 apiece to cover this condition 
there still remains nearly $300,000,000 of gold 
claimed to be in existence, but of which no 
trace can be found and for which no use can 
be intelligently conceived. If it be possible 
that we have in the United States but four 
hundred millions instead of seven the mistake 
may lead us into grave errors of natioual pol- 
icy, and it were far better to have no estimate 
at all than one which * be sv far in the 
wrong. 


A MEMBER of the Chicago Board of Trade 
has taken the lowest prices of last month for 
the speculative grades of grain as 67 cents for 
wheat, 45 cents for corn, and 29 cents for oats. 
These prices per bushel are equal to $1.11 for 
wheat, 81 cents for Lorn, and 90 cents for 
oats, each per 100 pounds, which is a better 
mode of comparison than that by the bushel 
of unequal weight. He finds! that the com- 
parative price of wheat was lower than in any 
one. of several previous Octdobers, while the 
percentage of the lower grailes of wheat is 
much greater. He says the average price of 
the crop of corn being 81 cents and of oats 90 
cents, that of a quarter of the wheat crop is 
but 70 cents per 100 pounds, and argues from 
this that large quantities of the inferior wheat 
have been and will be used as feed for horses 
and other live stock on account or its relative 
cheapness. Of course the result of this would 
be a corresponding diminution in the quantity 
of wheat from the crop of this year that is 
used for human food, and the fact may tell on 
the wheat supply of the United States before 
our next harvest time, |

AT THEIR HOMES. 


President Harrison Received a Few Callers 


and Took a. Drive Before the 

Came In—Mr. Reid and Mr. 

Vote Early and Retire to Their Homes 
Gov. Fifer Spends the Day at Home at 
Bloomington, as Does Mr. Stevenson 
—Mrs. Woodhull Martin Quite Cool. 


Wasurnatoy, D. C., Nov. 8.— [Special.] 
Lack of Republican votes, remarked Sec- 
retary Tracy ashe came out of the White 
House shortly after 11 o’clock tonight, is the 
only way I can account for the result in the 
Empire State. As he said this he smiled 
grimly at Secretary John W. Foster, who ac- 
companied him, and the two Cabinet Min- 
isters strode rapidly homeward. Within half 
an hour from the time they left the Presi- 
dent's office the Chief Magistrate was ready 
for bed, having conceded that his opponent 
was undoubtedly luckier than himself. 
Faithful unto the end was his former law part- 
ner, Attorney-General Miller, who romained 
at the Executive Mansion until it was settled 
almost béyond a doubt that a Cleveland land- 
slide had occurrec. 

Probably the most unconcerned man appar- 
ently was the President of the United States, 
who spent the day quietly in his apartments 
at the White House. Early in the morning he 
paid a long-threatened visit to the dentist’s for 
attention to a refractory molar. Upon his re- 
turn he received a delegation from the Jack- 
son Democratic Association organized in 1829, 
who were awaiting him. The mission was to 
present a handsomely framed and engrossed 
set of resolutions of sympathy with the Presi- 
dent for the loss of his wife, every member of 
the association having appended his name to 
the document. By this time a few stragyling 
bulletins began to come in from States adja- 
cent to Washington, the greatest interest nat- 
urally centering upon New York, Scanning 
them curiously the President went to luncheon 

with the members of his family, and made ar-

When 
the Congressional limited express arrived 
from New York about 9o’clock among the 
passengers was Secretary Tracy, and he hur- 
ried to the White House, where he remained 
with the President untii the result seemed no 
longer in doubt. Surrounded by the members 
of his family and the trio of Cabinet advisers 
the President received bulletins as fast as they 
came over the telegraph wires. 

No attempt whatever was made to intrude 
upon the privacy of the President’s house- 
hold and all inquiries for its information were 
met at the foot of the stairs leading to the 
Executive office by Stenographer Tibbot, 
whose invariable reply was that nothing out- 
side uf the press dispatches was being re- 
ceived. He seemed to be one of the most 


hope ful of those about the White House, but 


the other attachés seemed depressed by the 
sense of impending disaster and scarcely 
spoke above a whisper. Shortly after mid- 
night the lights in the private portion of the 
Executive Mansion were extinguished and the 
family retired, leaving the house to the regu- 
lar watchmen and the solitary operator in the 
telegraph room.

The Ex-President Voted Quietly—Vice-Pres- 
idential Candidate Has a Little Trouble, 
New Yorx,. Nov. 8,—/Special, I— Rain fell 

at intervals during Monday night and sunrise 
found the City and County of New York in a 
bedtaggled, moist condition. But soon the 
sun fought his way through the heavy clouds, 
southerly winds dried the pavements, and 
presently there came soft and balmy airs to 
make New-Yorkers think this was May, and 
not November.

He left 
his residence, No. 12 West Pifty- first 
street, at 10:26 o’clock to cast his baliot. He 
was accompanied by George W. Parker, Frank 
Hastings, and his butler, William T. Sinclair. 
His polling place was in William Keims’ bar- 
ber shop and cigar store, No. 876 Sixth avenue. 
It is the Thirteenth Election District of the 
Twenty-first Assembly District. A large 
crowd was around the poll and there were 
slight manifestations of applause when Mr, 
Cleveland appeared. It was just 10:30 when 
he took his place in the line to get his ballot, 
but it was 11:04 before there wasa vacant 
booth. He had some difficulty in entering the 
booth as the doors had not been calculated 
for the Cleveland girth. 

He spent exactly six minutes in preparing 
his ballots, and at 11:10 he started to leave 
the place. The crowd had increased around 
the doors and when he came out he was loud- 
ly cheerea. A large partof the crowd fol- 
lowed him to his residence, but the faithful 
Parker took good care that no one approached 
too nearto the President. An enterprising 
photographer took two or three snap shots of 
the scene. 

When Cleveland first appeared at the ballot 
box a man who had been drinking too freely 
muttered something about challenging the 
ex-President’e vote, but he was preniptly 
hustled out to the sidewalk. Cleveland's bal- 
lot was numbered 186, and his butler, Sin- 
clair, voted 187.

quietly’ and spent the evening at home, where

The Kio- 
was and Comanches are prosperous. They 
have made good progress towards being self- 
supporting, » They possess large herds of 
horses and cattle. They have leased their res- 
ervations to ecattlemen, who pay $150, 000 a 
year for the use of their pastures. It is ex- 
pected that they will sell their reservations to 
the government and take land in a a ae 
other tribes have done, and receive a 
incame from the Ts on $2,000,000 pace 
the government will m. 

e other tribes in the Indian Territory, 
with the exception of the Cheyennes and Ara- 
are in a peaceful and prosperous con- 
dition. The Cheyennes and Arapahoes have 
taken land in severalty and have sold the bal- 
ance to the Government.

They would, pound on the 
sides, point their horns at the conductor, push 
the car forward, and tried to derail one to 
prevent its passage.

Miss Willard and Lady Henry Somerset 

Talk About the Denver Gathering. 
Miss Frances E. Willard and Lady Henry 
Somerset arrived in Chicago yesterday morn- 
ing after a two-weeks’ trip to Denver and the 
West. They went to the Woman’s Temple, 
where they were engaged all day. They were 
seen last evening by a reporter for Taz TMS. 
uns. Miss Willard said of the recent rational 
convention of the Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union held at Denver and at which she 
was again elected President: 

“The convention was certainly the best we 
ever had. Every State in the Union was rep- 
resented except South Carolina and every Ter- 
ritory except Alaska. Four hundred delegates 
were present. If 1 were to characterize the 
convention by one word 1 would call it the 
‘unanimous’ convention for there were 
few dissenting votes on any question. In our 
deliberations we took position as always—in 
the front rank of progressive freforms, Our 
women will be represented in the World’s 
Congress of Women next May and in the Con- 
gress of Temperance Workers next June. Our 
union has more members this year than ever 
before, It is difficult to get exact 
figures, but with the “members of the 
Loyal Legion our membership now 
numbers 400,000. We officwlly favored the 
Prohibition party, but _——- that that

name does. Our delegates made usant 
trips to Lead ville, Georgetown, and Colorado 
Springs. We were all grandly treated by the 
people of Denver, and the press of that city 
oad d not have pussibly been more magnani- 
mous in its treatment of our meetings.

WOULD NOT OBLIGE THE SHIPPERS. 


Refusal of Railroads to Keep Freight- 
Houses Open Till 6 F. M. 

The General Managers’ Agsociation of Chi- 
cago held a meeting a day or two ago for the 
purpose of consideringa propositioa from ship- 
pers that the local freight- houses be herearter 
kept open until 6 n. m. instead of closing 
them at 4 p. m., as is now the rule, in order to 
facilitate the delivery and reception of freight 
and prevent undue delays. conclusions 
arrived at were that the railroads could not 
in justice to themselves extend the time for 
the closing of their freight-houses beyond that 
which has been in vugue for two years or 
more, with the exception recently made. 

In a communication to theshippers General 
Manager E. St. John, Chairman of the associ- 
ation, explains the action taken as follows:
